BOSTON CAP)—The office of 
the chief ju stice of the M assa­ 
chu setts Su preme Cou rt said to­ 
day he plans to m ak e pu blic 
Wednesday the transcript and 
ju dge’s report on the inq u est 
into the death of M ary Jo Ko- 
pechne. 
The statem ent by a spok es­ 
m an in the office of Chief Ju s­ 
tice G. Joseph Tau ro cam e after 
T au ro ordered and receiv ed cu s­ 
tody of a l l the inq u est docu ­ 
ments. 
Miss Kopechne died last Ju ly 
18 in Sen. Edward M. Kennedy ’s 
ca r which had gone off a bridge 
into a tidal pond on Chappaq u id- 
dick Island. 
Sen. Kennedy , who did not re­ 


port the accident u ntil abou t 10 
hou rs after it occu rred, said he 
was driv ing the girl to the ferry 
and lost his way . 
Kennedy later pleaded gu ilty 
to a charge of leav ing the scene 
of an accident and was sen­ 
tenced to a su spended term of 
two months in jail. 
The inq u est, by ru ling of the 
state’s highest cou rt, was held 
in secret last Janu ary and the 
docu ments impou nded u ntil all 
possibility 
of 
crim inal 
action 
had passed. 
The papers were schedu led to 
be made pu blic April 15 , bu t re­ 
lease was held u p by litigation 
filed by Sidney R. Lipman, Bos­ 
ton 
cou rt 
stenographer, 
who 


took the notes and ty ped the 


transcript of testimony at the 


inq u est last Janu ary . 


Lipman claimed to hav e sole 
right to reprodu ce the docu ment 
and had offered to sell copies to 
news media for abou t S8 00 each.

Lipman's case is pending be­ 
fore the First U.S. Circu it Cou rt 
of Appeals, and the docu ments 
hav e remained impou nded.

NEW YORK (UPI) — The sex

J ohnson reported Sunday a high 
degree of success in curing sex­ 
ual inadequacy in humans — 
specifically impotence in males 
and frigidity in women. 


Dr. William H. Masters and 
Mrs. Virginia E. J ohnson des­ 
cribed the treatment in a new 
medical textbook, “ Human Sex­ 
ual Inadequacy” (Little, Brown 
and Co., $12.50). They said there 
was an urgent need for esta­ 
blishment of sex therapy train­ 
ing centers like theirs through­ 
out the country because crip­ 
pling sexual problems 
w e r e 
widespread 
a n d 
destructive 
both of marriages and the over­ 
all social fabric. 


The scientists based their new 
report on treatment of 448 men 
and 342 women during the past 
11 years at their Reproductive 
Biology Research Foundation in 
St. Louis, Mo. 


At the end of two weeks of 
“ rapid therapy,” they said, 80 
per cent of the patients had ov­ 
ercome their problem — erect­ 
ing failure or climactic prema­ 
turity among the males and 
nonorgasmic response or painful 
coitus among females. 


Followups after five years, 
during which there was little if 
any additional 
treatment, re­ 
vealed low “ reversion rates” of 
zero to 11.1 per cent, depending 
on the type of sexual inadequa­ 
cy. 


This was in sharp contrast to 
results of psychoanalysis and 
related forms of psychotherapy 
generally prescribed, w h i c h 
take months, sometimes years, 
and have not achieved a high 
rate of success. 
M a s t e r s and Mrs J ohnson 
based their treatment on the 
findings reported in 19 66 in their 
first book. “ Human Sexual Res­ 
ponse,” which has sold more 
than 300.000 copies, d e t a i l e d 
physiological 
measurements 
and other body data taken from 
couples engaged in sexual acts 
in their laboratory. Subjects for 
the two-week treatment were 
required to be “ referred by an 
authority,’’ such as a physician, 
psychologist, social worker or 
clergyman. 
Because 
a 
basic 
Masters-J ohnson concept is that 
an inadequate sexual partner 
inevitably involves an adequate 
one in disturbing emotions, cou­ 
ples were treated as a “ marital 
unit” with the healthy partner 
acting as a directed therapist. 


The scientists also considered 
basic that each couple be- treat­ 
ed by a male and female ther­ 
apist because a woman can best 
interpret a female’s sexuality 
and a man a male’s sexuality. 


On the first day the two ther­ 
apists establish their subjects’ 
“ sexual value systems” througn 
highly involved techniques of 
“ history-taking.” On day two 
there are exhaustive medical 
examinations to rule out organic 
and metabolic causes of sexual 
inadequacies. 
On day three the “ education” 
aimed at abolishing taboos and 
i g n o r a n c e begins with a 
“ round-table” 
discussion

tween the “ marital'’ unit and 
therapists about flaws in their 
i sexual value system.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Supreme Court refused today to 
block a jury trial in the $12.5 
million libel suit brought by San 
Francisco Mayor Joseph L. Alio­ 
to against Look magazine. 
The U.S. 9th Circuit Court of 
Appeals on March 20 denied the 
petition of Cowles Communica­ 
tions, 
Inc., 
for 
a 
summary 
judgement in its favor. Cowles 
then appealed to the Supreme 
Court. 
The trial began last Monday. 
The magazine of Sept. 22. 1969 
published an article that pur­ 
ported to detail links between 
Alioto and the Mafia. The may­ 
or said the dispatch was false, 
scandalous, and defamatory li­ 
bel. and that the publishers knew 
it. 
Look, he contended, was un­ 
der pressure Irom its bankers to 
improve its circulation, adver­ 
tising income, and profits, and 
chose a reckless policy of sensa­ 
tionalism to accomplish this. 
The magazine argued that the 
lower court's refusal to grant a 
summary judgement has had an 
adverse effect on the constitu­ 
tional guarantees of freedom of 
speech and the press. Fear of

Judge Gerhard A. Gesell said 
the law was invalid because the 
word “ health” was not defined. 
T h a t is, he reasoned, physi­ 
cians could not know what they 
could do legally and what they 
were forbidden to do. 
The Justice Department, in 
appealing, said the ruling freed 
all licensed physicians in the 
capital to perform abortions on 
pregnant women for any reason. 
Thirty-six states have abor­ 
tion laws but they are not all 
alike.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL S 


Whe re infla tion's Ra mp a n t: 


Sta te Gov e rnme nt Spe nding 


If y ou want to k now where infla­ 
tion really has ru n rampant, the an­ 
swer is in a table of figu res pu blished 
by the California Tax pay ers Associa­ 
tion in the April issu e of C a 1 -T a x 
Xews. 


The t a bl e shows California state 
bu dgets and s p e n d i n g from 19 37 
throu gh 19 6 6 . 


The bu dget for the bi e nn i u m 
19 37 -39 was ju st ov er $439 million. 
The actu al spending for the two y ears 
was $528 million. 


The last bu dget on the table is that 
for the single fiscal y ear of 19 6 6 , total­ 
ing $3.6 7 billion. 


Bu t Gov . Ronald R e a g a n ’s pro­ 
posed bu dget for fiscal 19 7 1 is almost 
twice that mu ch. It calls for $6 .48 bil­ 
lion. 


OF COURSE, the popu lation has 
grown tremendou sly in the same peri­ 
od. It was ju st u nder sev en million in 
the 19 40 censu s, and now is ov er 20 
million. That means it has abou t tri­ 
pled in 30 y ears. The bu dget for the 
19 39 -41 bienniu m was $46 8 million, or 
$234 million a y ear. The $6 .48 billion 
bu dget p r o p o s e d for fiscal 19 7 1 is 
abou t 30 times that. 


In other words, the rate of increase 
in state gov ernment spending is abou t 
10 times the rate of increase in popu la­ 
tion. 


ONE THING has not changed ov er 
the y ears, thou gh: The state" u su ally 
spends more than is contained in the 
bu dget the gov ernor approv es. 


Generally , it work s lik e this: The 


legislatu re chops a few millions ou t of 
the bu dget su bmitted by the gov ernor. 
S o m e t i m e s the legislatu re pu ts in 
some other money and the gov ernor, 
in tu rn, cu ts some of it ou t. 


Bu t then occu rs what the Califor­ 
nia Tax pay ers Association lists as “leg­ 
islativ e a n d miscellaneou s changes.” 
These cu stomarily raise the a c t u a l 
money au thorised well abov e what the 
g ov e r nor ' s bu dget was in the first 
place. And ev en thou gh not all of it is 
spent, the state’s spending in most cas­ 
es e x c e e d s the approv ed bu dget by 
many millions of dollars. 


THIS TAKES PLACE largely be­ 
cau se of a habit of legislators of in­ 
trodu cing bills c a 11 i n g for new bu ­ 
reau s, new stu dies, etc., etc., which are 
not inclu ded in the bu dget. 


Sometimes the bills call for a def-’ 
inite appropriation 
f r om a definite 
fu nd — bu t there may not be money 
for all the things that fu nd is to fi­ 
nance. Sometimes they call for a defin­ 
ite amou nt w i t h o u t specify ing the 
sou rce. Sometimes they ju st call for an 
u nspecified appropriation. 


Those in the last category u su ally 
wind u p waiting at least a y ear to be 
fu nded. Bu t many in the first two cate­ 
gories are passed and fu nded in blithe 
disregard of the bu dget. And once hav ­ 
ing been set u p, they rarely go away , 
so the nex t y ear’s bu dget mu st reflect 
them. 


It's a charming habit of the legisla­ 
tu re. And it helps e x p l a i n why the 
costs of state gov ernment go u p 10 
times faster than the popu lation.

For y ears scientists hav e observ ed 
that Monarch bu tterflies are av oided 
by some birds as if they were poison. 
Nu merou s theories hav e been ev olv ed 
to e x p I a i n why . Two fav orites were 
that monarchs tasted bitter (disprov ed 
by a fellow who tried one and said no, 
they taste lik e dry toast) or that the 
black and orange pattern of the mon­ 
arch s wing was in some u nex plained 
way repu lsiv e tu the birds. 


R e c e nt research has shown that 
m o n a r c h s store deadly amou nts of 
heart p oi s ons 
in their body tissu es. 


AFFAIRS OF STATE 


These poisons are fou nd in the mild- 
weed sap or latex on which the mon­ 
arch feeds du ring its caterpillar stage. 
These are c a r r i e d in its tissu es 
throu gh the pu pal stage to the adu lt 
and are strong enou gh to produ ce v i­ 
olent v omiting in crows and other bird 
predators. O nc e poisoned, the mon­ 
archs’ bright colors and distinct scent 
remind these birds that m ona r c h - 
eating is folly . 


Birds av oid monarchs as t h o u g h 
they were poison simply becau se they 
are.

WASHLNGTON - One thing 
President Nix on said in his 
Vietnam report took u s aback . 
It’s not that things are going 
badly in Vietnam either for 
the United States or for the 
Sou th Vietnamese. They are 
going q u ite well. 
Ou r concern arises from the 
President’s contribu ting to an 
ex aggerated optimism that we 
are going to win the war and 
that a “ju st peace” is v irtu ally 
certain. 
These things m ay be tru e. 
They may be forthcoming. Bu t 
since they c a nn o t 
y et be 
prov ed to be tru e, it seems at 
best impru dent for Mr. Nix on 
to affirm them pu blicly . At 
worst 
su ch 
adv ance 
assu r­ 
ances of good things which 
m ay not come cou ld begin to 
erode the President’s credibili­ 
ty which to date is deserv edly 
high. 


HERE’S 
WHAT 
President 
Nix on said: 
“ The decision I hav e an­ 
nou nced tonight (to withdraw 
150.000 more U. S. troops in 
the nex t 12 months) means 
that we finally hav e in sight 
the ju st peace we are seek ing. 
We can now say with confid­ 
ence that pacification is su c­ 
ceeding. We can now say with 
confidence that the Sou th Viet­ 
nam ese can dev elop the capa­ 
bility for their own defense, 
and we can now say with con­ 
fidence that all American com­ 
bat forces can and will be 
withdrawn.” 
We welcome the confident 
tone of the President's ad­ 
dress. Bu t wre shu dder at what 
seem s to u s to be ov erconfi­ 
dent forecasts. 


WE ARE NOT su ggesting 
that there is no good basis for 
su ch optimism. There is a con­ 
siderable basis for it. The find­ 
ings of Mr. Nix on’s own intel­ 
ligence sou rces are su pported 
by independent reports. 
One of the most impressiv e 
is from the Institu te of Stra­ 
tegic Stu dies in London, which 
the Washington Post recently 
reported as finding that “ the 
N or t h Vietnamese su ffered 
su ch ex tensiv e losses that they 
hav e been obliged to abandon 
plans for v ictory throu gh as­ 
sau lt on the cities and to re­ 
sign themselv es to a policy of 
‘protracted w ar.’ ” 


The institu te r e p o r t also 
said:

by the North 
Viet­ 
namese u nits du ring their m a­ 
jor offensiv es . . . destroy ed 
the elite of North Vietnam’s 
army .

THE WITHDRAWAL of all 
U. S. combat troops 
c ou l d 
mean “peace” for the United 
States bu t it wou ld not assu re 
peace for Sou th Vietnam if 
Hanoi rem ains committed to 
protracted war. 
We believ e President Nix on 
is handling Vietnam with sk ill 
and care and wisdom. 


We also believ e that there 
are still great u ncertainties 
ahead and that the nation will 
be better prepared to su pport 
the President — as he de­ 
serv es to be su pported — by 
k eeping these u ncertainties in 
mind. Presidential confidence 
is good.

WASHINGTON - There are 
strong indications that Presi­ 
dent Nix on’s $2.2 billion for­ 
eign aid bu dget is headed for 
drastic pru ning. 


The H ou s e appropriations 
su bcommittee considering this 
legislation is in the process of 
slashing it by as mu ch as $1 
billion — which wou ld consti­ 
tu te a new record low. That’s 
the av owed intent of Rep. Otto 
Passm an, D -L a ., chairm an, 
and he u su ally has his way . 


For the cu rrent bu dget, the 
Hou se and Senate f i n a l l y 
agreed on $1.815 billion after 
months of w r a n g 1 i n g. The 
Hou se had v oted $1.6 billion; 
the Senate slightly m ore than 
$2 billion. Ou tgoing President 
Johnson had ask ed for $2 7 bil­ 
lion. 


THIS YEAR President Nix ­ 
on, in the hope of placating 
steadily mou nting congression­ 
al opposition to large-scale for­ 
eign aid spending, proposed a 
$2.2 billion bu dget. Bu t from 
the back stage trend in Pass­ 
m an's su bcommittee it wou ld 
appear President Nix on’s ex ­ 
pectations aren't panning ou t. 


Hie widespread clam or for 
economy , balancing the bu dget 
and the highly u ncertain con­ 
gressional elections are com­ 
bining to m ak e foreign aid 
spending more u npopu lar than 
ev er — and it has been consis­ 
tently losing pu blic su pport for 
a long time. 


PRINCIPAL BAS E of Pass­ 
m an’s driv e to hack $1 billion 
from the foreign aid bu dget 
are three argu ments: 
1. That the actu al ov erall to­ 
tal for “new req u ests for for­ 
eign assistance” for the fiscal 
y ear starting Ju ly 1 is a stu ­ 
pendou s $12.133 billion — and 
not merely $2.2 billion. The lat­ 
ter is only one item in a long 
list of proposed foreign aid ex ­ 
penditu res scattered throu gh 
the President’s fu ll bu dget, 
2. Approx imately $20 billion 
“ in accu mu lated u nex pended 
fu nds v oted by Congress in 
prior y ears” is piled u p in the 


v ariou s gov ernment ageiu 
engaged in foreign aid spe 
ing. 


3. Some 50 per cent of 
$375 billion national debt r 
resents money borrowed 
the Treasu ry to be disper 
abroad in grants and loa 
Ov erall cost of foreign 
from 19 46 throu gh fiscal 1971 
in ex cess of $19 0 billion — 
elu ding the interest on the b 
rowed fu nds. 


MORE THAN $24 million 
U.S. foreign aid has been £ 
en a foreign cou ntry whi 
ships hav e carried cargoes 
North Vietnam and Cu ba 
despite ex plicit legal proh 
tion against that. 


The cou ntry is Somalia, 
the east coast of Africa, witl 
popu lation of abou t 2.7 milli 
In 19 6 9 Somalia receiv ed $ 
mission in U.S. aid. This y c 
it is getting $2.5 million. Am 
is earm ark ed for another 
million in the fiscal y ear sta 
ing Ju ly l.

We Meet Our Armageddon 


-And It's In The Nursery 


Novato Planners 
Due Tract Map, 
Bank Permit 
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That Political Sign Ordinance 


Looks Like Exercise In Futility 


Pity the poor guy who has to 


enforce the county’s new ordi­ 


nance on political advertising. 


The warding appears simple 


and straightforward enough: 
You are allowed “ one sign not 
exceeding 12 square feet locat­ 
ed by an individual on his own 
residence or place of busi­ 
ness.” The signs may be “ dis­ 


played not more than 45 days 
before or more than 10 days 
after, the conclusion of the pol­ 
itical campaign . . .” 


The aim was simply to prev­ 
ent huge signs from littering 
the hillsides and roadsides of 
the county. 


BUT TRY ENFORCING the 
letter of the law, and you’ve 
got quite a slippery problem. 


Suppose you find signs mar­ 
ring the pastoral hillside of a 
dairy ranch. You remind the 
owner the sign must be “ on 
his residence or place of busi­ 
ness.” not out on the beautiful 
hillside. 


The farmer calls for time to 
consult his lawyer, and in due 
time you are politely informed 
that the dairyman considers 
his entire hillside his “ place of 
business.” 


YOU DECIDE to pick on an­ 
other violator — the one with 
g a u d y signs cluttering his 
front lawn. You inform the 
owner his signs must be “ on 
his residence,” not in front of 
or to the side of his residence. 


Next time you return for a 
re-check, you find the man has 
pitched a tent on the front 
lawn, and has political signs 
plastered all over the tent. 
“ That’s 
my 
summer 
resi­ 
dence,” he crows happily. 


He’s a clever customer all 
right, but you’re determined to 
get the last laugh. So you 
lodge a protest with the county 
counsel, 
charging 
the hom­ 
eowner with erecting a sum­ 
mer residence without a per­ 
mit. 


By the time you get all pap­ 


ers filed and send a camera­ 
man to get evidence of the 
tent, you find the tent gone, 
and a treehouse built in the 
large oak out front. The tree 
house is plastered with politi­ 
cal signs. Would a tree house 
be considered a residence? 


All in all it's a losing battle. 
By the time you’ve located the 
responsible person, filed com­ 
plaints in triplicate, got a doz­ 
en legal interpretations, and 
then got a court order to re­ 
move the sign, the election is 
long since over. 


IT’S EVEN difficult to en­ 
force that 45-day limitation on 
display of signs. Assume that 
55 days before an election a 
candidate begins posting his 
signs. You order him to stop 


and read him the law: “ Not 
more than 45 days before the 
conclusion of the political cam­ 
paign.” 


“ Well,” says the candidate. 
“ I ’m starting early and will 
conclude my campaign in 45 
days, 10 days before election 
day.” 


Forcing sign removal after 
an election is just plain impos­ 
sible. You can’t charge the 
candidate for every sign left 
standing. He can disclaim any 
responsibility for putting them 
up, and you can’t prosecute 
him. If you could, then ene­ 
mies of each candidate would 
have field day, putting up an 
opponent’s sign 11 days after 
an election. 


SO WHEN it comes to politi­ 
cal signs, we’ll probably have 
to accept them as temporary 
blights on the natural land­ 
scape. The only thing that has 
any change of regulation is the 
size restriction. 


And all of this applies only 
in 
unincorporated 
a r e a s . 
Each city has its own restric­ 
tions or non-restrictions on pol­ 
itical signs. 


Of course, there is the state 
law covering signs along high­ 
ways. 


As a doomsday prophet I'm 
a flop. Even at the crest of the 
nuclear war scare a few years 
ago. I couldn’t rouse myself 
sufficiently to join the ranks of 
professional 
mourners 
w ho 
were gloomily forecasting the 
imminent destruction of this 
old. abused, misused and sadly 
unappreciated planet of ours 
and its passengers. 


I tried. I tried but could nev­ 
er believe we would go the 
way of the brontosaurus and 
the saber-tooth tiger. I think 
our tenacity for survival com­ 
pares favorably with that of 
the ant, the bacterium and the 
cockroach. 


HISTORY DOESN’T h a v e 
too much to tell us, but or* bit 
of intelligence gleaned from its 
turbulent tale is that man 
seems to have a remarkable 
ability to survive in a hostile 
environment-even 
the 
awe­ 
some ones of his owm making. 
Any creature that can wrig­ 
gle its way past such natural 
hazards as ice ages, earth­ 
quakes, floods and pestilence 
and still continue to multiply 
while snapping madly at its 
own sides should not be taken 
lightly. 


P e r h a p s one reason I 
couldn’t get too wrought up 
over the prospect of a possible 
nuclear holocaust is that I 
didn’t rate 
it the primary 
problem of our times nor as 
frightening as the one that 
out-horrors all the other real 
and imagined devastations — 
people. More precisely, the 
people-plosion. 


I ’M A PEO PLE lover-little 
people. I ’ve been guilty of sur­ 
reptitiously bouncing babies on 
my knee when their mothers 
weren’t looking. 1 admit my 
guilt, but I'd like to explain. 
You see, I feel for the little 
buggers. Knowing what they 
have to face, I wouldn’t be in 
their diapers for the world— i 
such as it is. So despite my 
penchant for tickling toddlers, | 
I must say it like it is. We 
must begin limiting the kiddie 
crop. 


Sounds simple, doesn’t it? 
Well it isn’t. Limiting births is 
as tangled a problem as to 
wade through as a tropical 
mangrove swamp. Any such 
suggestion sends shock waves 
i n t o political and religious 
camps enough to make most 
people, politicians in particu­ 
lar, take up soft shoe dancing.' 


An Einsteinian intelligencv I 
isn't essential to recognize the 
problem, but it takes a high 
sense of responsibility to grap- 
pie with it. One of the para-! 
doxes is that those intelligent 
enough to conduct their own 
affairs responsibly are over­ 
whelmed by the b a r n y a r d 
breeders who most need birth 
control. This may be what 
moved one sage to say that 
civilizations breed from the 
bottom and die from the top. 
I 


I CONTEND that population 


growth has reached such pro­ 


portions that it is the great: 
central issue of this century. 


Whether we cope with it or not 
will determine if there’s a fu­ 
ture for man; howr we cope 
with it will determine 
the 
course of that future. 
The man who planted the 
first grain seeds had no con­ 
cept of the monumental im­ 
pact his simple act would have 
on mankind. Nor did the in­ 
ventor of the compass realize 
the effect his rude instrument 
would have on the course of 
history. We, however, have a 
distinct advantage. We can. 
consciously and w i t h keen 
awareness, approach the prob­ 
lem of birth control with full 
recognition that our decisions 
will change the world. And de­ 
pending on the wisdom and 
courage applied, these deci­ 
sions will dictate whether man ; 
will direct himself toward en­ 
lightenment and emancipation, 
or toward a maggot breeding 
bin which will reduce the tod­ 
dlers of today, and those of the 
future, to slavish bits of press­ 
ing humanity stripped of free­ 
dom, dignity and humanness. 
Comes now the Armageddon 
of the Nursery, and the truism 
of the philosophic Pogo rings 
out, “ We have met the enemy 
and they is us!”

Should Be 


Permitted 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - Dr. 
Roger O. Egeberg, the natio n’s 
top health o fficer, say s he fa­ 
v ors laws p ermitting abortio ns 
any where in the United States. 
Abortion legislation “ is ab­ 
solu tely necessary if we are 
going to slow down p op u lation 
growth and deal su ccessfu lly 
with the p ro blems of the q u ality 
of life.” Egeberg told a news 
co nference Friday . 
Egeberg, assistant secretary 
for health and scientific affairs 
in the Dep artment of Health. 
Edu catio n and Welfare, added: 
“The p ill and o ther fo rms of 
co ntracep tio n are the ideal way 
to get the p o p u lation stabilized, 
bu t if that way fails, I think 
abo rtio n shou ld be av ailable to 
women as a backsto p .” 
Egeberg said he had not ex ­ 
amined details of an abortion 
bill intro du ced Thu rsday by Sen. 
Ro bert W. Packwood. R-Ore. 
The measu re wou ld p ermit a 
woman to hav e an abortion any ­ 
where in the United States if a 
licensed do cto r p erfo rmed the 
op eration. 
“It wou ld be a v ery good 
thing if Packwo o d’s bill p aral­ 
leled a New York law enacted 
earlier this mo nth,” Egeberg 
said. 
The New York statu te will al­ 
low abo rtio ns any time within 
the first six mo nths of p regnan­ 
cy . 
Egeberg. a father of fo u r, said 
the Nix on administratio n has 
taken no stand on the issu e.

NEW YORK (UP!) — “ Com­ 
pany” came to the Alvin Thea­ 
ter Sunday night, and it is the 
most welcome musical company 
of the whole Broadway season. 
Get out the red carpet and the 
best silver. 


“ Company” is a sarcastic, 
iconoclastic comment on mar­ 
riage and life in New York City 
today. It has brittle sophistica­ 
tion honed to a fine edge. Al­ 
though the targets are pinpoint­ 
ed, actually it is a comment on 
the whole human condition as to 
relationship between the sexes. 
And it is funny, it is tuneful, it 
has fantastic direction by produ­ 
cer Harold Prince, with Michael 
Bennett staging the delightful 
musical numbers, the players 
are sensational and it has a 
scenic setup designed by the 
very veteran Bors Aronson that 
is almost awesome. 


“ Company” has a libretto by 
first-timer George Furth. It is 
sharply satirical and topical. It 
could do with a more subtle 
type of wit, and things do run 
down a bit in the second act, but 
this is carping. The man has 
done a fine job with the most 
ephemeral of story lines. 
Stephen Sondheim, who did 
the lyrics for “ West Side Story” 
and the lyrics and music for “ A 
Funny Thing Happened on the 
Way to the Forum,” again has 
supplied both tunes and words, 
and it is his best job to date. 
There is a blend of songs, story 
and movement that is rare. 
Quite briefly, the story deals 
with a 35-year-old bachelor and 
his relationship with five mar­ 
ried couples who would like to 
see him married, although their 
own alliances are less than 
ideal. And he has three girls in 
his life. It’s really that simple. 
The fascinating thing is what 
Furth and Sondheim do in dia­ 
logue and song in dissecting the 
married state and the miracle 
— or debacle — of living in New 
York City. 
Involved in this fantasy — for 
that is what it really is — are 


Dean Jones, actor-singer star, 
as the bachelor; Barbara Bar­ 
rie, Charles Kimbrough, Merle 
Louise, John Cunningham, Teri 
Ralston, George Coe, Beth How­

Miss Myers and Jones, who is 
I a sort of “ straight man” , but a 
good one, for what goes on, 
have one number called “ Anoth­ 
er Hundred People” that, better 
than a fat volume, tells you 
what New York is all about. It 
is a scalpel set to music. 
A scene between Jones and 
Miss Browning, who is a love, is 
absolutely delicious in its come­ 
dy. 
There isn’t room for all of the 
credits that should be given to 
individual numbers and their 
projectors. You’ll be hearing a 
song entitled “ Side by Side by 
Side” quite often. Miss Stritch 
d e l i v e r s the acidulous “ The 
Ladies Who Lunch” with sadis­ 
tic relish. “ Getting Married To­ 
day” is a number that sums up 
all of the qualms connected with 
all marriages ever with fantas­ 
tic accuracy. 
“ Company” is an all-out de­ 
light. 
What other press critics said: 
D o u g l a s Watt, Daily News: 
“ Let’s hear it for ‘Company,’ 
the newest and slickest thing in 
town. As smooth as the steel- 
and-glass buildings of midtown 
Manhattan and as jumpy as an 
alley cat, it is Broadway’s first 
musical t r e a t m e n t of nerve 
ends.” 
Clive B a r n e s , New York 
Times: “ I was antagonized by 
the slickness, the obviousness of 
Company.’ But I stress that I 
really believe a lot of people are 
going to love it. Don’t let me put 
you off.

Court Will Make Kopech ne 
Records Public Wednesday 


BOSTON CAP)—'The office of 
the chief justice of the .Massa­ 
chusetts Supreme Court said to­ 
day he plans to make public 
Wednesday the transcript and 
judge’s report on the inquest 
into the death of Mary Jo Ko- 
pechne. 
The statement by a spokes­ 
man in the office of Chief Jus-1 
tice G. Joseph Tauro came after 
Tauro ordered and received cus­ 
tody of a l l the inquest docu­ 
ments. 
Miss Kopechne died last July 
18 in Sen. Edward M. Kennedy’s 
car which had gone off a bridge 
into a tidal pond on Chappaquid- 
dick Island. 
Sen. Kennedy, who did not re­ 


port the accident until about 10 
hours after it occurred, said he 
was driving the girl to the ferry 
and lost his way. 
Kennedy later pleaded guilty 
to a charge of leaving the scene 
of an accident and was sen­ 
tenced to a suspended term of 
two months in jail. 
The inquest, by ruling of the 
state’s highest court, was held 
in secret last January and the 
documents impounded until all 
possibility of criminal action 
had passed. 
The papers were scheduled to 
be made public April 15, but re­ 
lease was held up by litigation 
filed by Sidney R. Lipman, Bos­ 
ton court 
stenographer, 
who 


took the notes and typed the 
transcript of testimony at the 
inquest last January. 
Lipman claimed to have sole 
right to reproduce the document 
and had offered to sell copies to 
news media for about $800 each. 
Keating offered to distribute 
copies at cost--$75. 
Lipman's case is pending be­ 
fore the First U.S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals, and the documents 
have remained impounded. 
Judge Wilfred J. Paquet of 
Superior Court ordered the pap­ 
ers impounded

could not lift the order until the 
federal court suit by Lipman 
was decided. 


Lake Ranch Land Reportedly 
Sold For Seven Times Value 


Portions of the Lake Ranch in 
the heart of Point Reyes Nation­ 
al Seashore are being sold for 
prices four to seven times the 
market value set by the Marin 
County assessor. 


Attorney Lawrence Kuechler. 
representing ranch owner A. W. 
Sweet of Coos Bay, Ore., ack­ 
nowledged that about 260 acres 
have already been sold and 
there are prospective buyers for 
another 160 acres. 
All of the buyers so far have 
been 
‘‘acquaintances 
of Mr. 
Sweet,” said Kuechler. One of 
the purchasers is Donald 11 
Sweet, a brother. 


“ We have offered the parcels 
for sale for any purpose the 
buyer wants,” said Kuechler. 
“ There are no restrictions on 
it.” 


The sales came alter recent 
signing by President Richard 
M. Nixon of legislation to 
complete purchase of the sea­ 
shore. 


Phillip Stewart, chief of the 
National Park Service’s division 
of land acquisition, said today 
his office is “ looking into” the 
sales. 


He said that the sale of the 
land now at high prices does not 
mean the government will have 
to pay similar prices when it 
moves to acquire the land for 
the seashore. 
The division's appraisers, as 
well as the juries in land con­ 
demnation proceedings, are in­ 
structed to ignore any sales 
“ suspect of being rigged,” he 
told the Independent-Journal by 
telephone fr o m Washington, 
DC. 
“ We’re not a c c u s i n g Mr. 
Sweet of rigging sales,” Stewart 
said, a d d i n g that the sales 
“ probably were made trying to 
establish a higher market value 
for the rest of his land.” 
Stewart said that when funds 
are appropriated by Congress 


! for purchase of the land by the 
government, his office will try 
to negotiate a deal with Sweet. 
“ Failing that, we’ll file a con­ 
demnation suit,” he said. 
Kuechler declared that $2.000 
to $3,500 per acre is the market 
value of the property. 
When asked whether the sales 
were an attempt to jack up the 
prices, Kuechler replied: “ .Abso­ 
lutely not. Any large parcel of 
2.500 acres, is sold in one large 
lump does not bring nearly the 
same price that 2.500 lots of an 
acre apiece would bring. ” 
If anything, said Kuechler, 
the prices are depressed. “ Our 
opinion is, and we can tell this 
by people who have evidenced 
interest in 
buying, 
that the 
\ threat of conemnation has de­ 
pressed the value. I know of j 
several people who wanted to 
, buy at our prices but who hesi-1 


tated because of the threat of 
condemnation.” 
A. W. Sweet said the ranch is 
being sold at prices below simi­ 
lar property south of San Fran­ 
cisco and north of Marin. “ The 
fact that the seashore is there 
has prevented sale at higher 
p r i c e s,” said Sweet. “ Even 
north of Santa Rosa, the sales 
are much higher than that.” 
Two of the purchasers have 
been identified as operators of 
an Oregon logging firm. Mrs. 
M. T. Harrington of Bandon, 
Ore., whose husband has pur­ 
chased 41.7 acres for $80.000 told 
the 1-J by telephone that she did 
not realize the purchase price 
was so much above the ap­ 
praised value of the land.

Egyptian commandos made 
two raids across the Suez Canal; 
Sunday, but as usual Egypt and 
Israel disputed the results. 
Cairo said 200 troops made 
the first attack before dawn, 
and it was the largest Egyptian 
raid across the canal in nearly 
five months. Egypt claimed the 
raiders stormed El Shat and 
took the Israeli defenders “ by 
complete 
surprise,” 
overrun­ 
ning their positions, killing or 
wounding 35 troops, and des­ 
troying four antiaircraft guns, 
two tanks, two halftracks, two 
trucks and two bulldozers. Cairo 
reported three Egyptian soldiers 
killed. 
Israel said there were no Is­ 
raeli casualties, five Egyptians, 


were killed, and the Egyptian 
report was “ a fable out of ‘A 
Thousand and One Nights.’” 
Later Sunday, Cairo reported, 
more E g y p t i a n commandos 
crossed the canal, attacked two 
Israeli patrols and destroyed 
three halftracks and two tanks. 
A spokesman said one Egyptian 
and the members of an Israeli 
tank crew were killed. 
Israel said the Egyptians am­ 
bushed a motorized patrol north 
of El Qantara. It claimed that 
its soldiers rushed the attack­ 
ers, drove them back to the can­ 
al. and sank a boat carrying 
eight soldiers. Tel Aviv said five 
I s r a e l i s and nine Egyptians 
were wounded but that all the 
commandoes escaped to the 
Egyptian side of the canal. 


Peking Beats Drums 
On Satellite Launch 


TOKYO (AP) 
—Communist 
China said today that its first 
earth s a t e l l i t e has “ greatly 
strengthened the militancy of 
the Chinese people and the revo­ 
lutionary people of the world.” 
It said Peking’s first achieve­ 
ment in outer space also had 
“ deflated the arrogance of im­ 
perialism, modern revisionism 
and all reaction”—meaning the 
United States, the Soviet Union 
and others who don’t agree with 
Red China's leaders. 
North Vietnam. North Korea 
and Albania hailed Friday’s 
launching in much the same 
language. The Soviet Union and 
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its Communist allies remained 
silent. 
The Japanese government ex­ 
pressed hope that the 381-pound 
space package would not be 
used for military purposes. But 
the conviction grew both here 
and in the West that the satel­ 
lite was sending back informa­ 
tion which would advance Pek­ 
ing's program to develop inter­ 
continental ballistic missiles. 
Radio Peking said the satel­ 
lite was orbiting the earth nor­ 
mally. It reported that it could 
be seen with the naked eye to- 
dav—weather permitting—from 
Peking; Shanghai; Taipei, the 
capital of Nationalist China; 
Urumchi, in northwest China, 
and Lhasa, Tibet. 
The New China News Agency 
said that all day Saturday and 
Sunday “ thousands upon thou­ 
sands of people, carrying huge 
portraits of our great leader 
Chairman Mao and singing and 
dancing, streamed into streets 
and public squares from all 
directions for meetings and par­ 
ades.”

LONDON ÍAP) - Princess 
Margaret's 8-year-old son Lord 
Linley was under Scotland Yard 
guard today after an informer's 
warning that there was a plot to 
kidnap him. 
The tip was telephoned to 
newspapers by an anon\ nous 
caller who said the plan was to 
trade the young nobleman for 
the liberty of two gangsters who 
are in prison. 
Linley shares a dormitory 
with four boys at Ashdown 
House, a school outside London. 
A school official confirmed that 
detectives were investigating a 
kidnap plot.

POYNETTE, Wis. (AP) - 
Some of the girls and boys 
stripped naked and waded in a 
creek. A vacant farm house 
burned down. More than 150 
persons were treated for minor 
injuries or misuse of drugs. But, 
said Sheriff Vernon Golz, “For 
the most part they’ve been very 
good.” 
Weekend attendance at the 
Poynette rock music festival 
was estimated at 20,000 Satur­ 
day and more than 20,000 Sun­ 
day. The crowd paid up to $12 a 
head for the camping, picnics, 
sunbathing and amplified music 
by about 40 rock groups.

They said there 
was an urgent need for esta­ 
blishment of sex therapy train­ 
ing centers like theirs through­ 
out the country because crip­ 
pling sexual problems were 
widespread 
and 
destructive 
both of marriages and the over­ 
all social fabric. 
The scientists based their new 
report on treatment of 448 men 
and 342 women during the past 
11 years at their Reproductive 
I Biology Research Foundation in 
St. Louis, Mo. 
At the end of two weeks of 
; “rapid therapy,” they said, 80 
per cent of the patients had ov­ 
ercome their problem — erect­ 
ing failure or climactic prema­ 
turity among the males and 
nonorgasmic response or painful 
coitus among females. 
Followups after five years. 
1 during which there was little if 
| any additional treatment, re- 
: vealed low “reversion rates” of 
zero to 11.1 per cent, depending 
I on the type of sexual inadequa­ 
cy. 
This was in sharp contrast to 
results of psychoanalysis and 
related forms of psychotherapy 
generally prescribed, whi ch 
take months, sometimes years, j 
and have not achieved a high 
rate of success. 
M a s t e r s and Mrs Johnson 
based their treatment on the 
findings reported in 1966 in their 
first book, “Human Sexual Res-! 
ponse,” which has sold more 
than 300.000 copies, d e t a i l e d 
physiological 
measurements 
and other body data taken from 
couples engaged in sexual acts 
in their laboratory. Subjects for 
the two-week treatment were 
required to be “ referred by an 
authority,” such as a physician, 
psychologist, social worker or 
clergyman. Because a basic 
Masters-Johnson concept is that 
an inadequate sexual partner 
inevitably involves an adequate 
one in disturbing emotions, cou­ 
ples were treated as a “ marital 
unit” with the healthy partner 
acting as a directed therapist. 


The scientists also considered 
basic that each couple be- treat­ 
ed by a male and female ther­ 
apist because a woman can best 
interpret a female’s sexuality 
and a man a male’s sexuality. 
On the first day the two ther­ 
apists establish their subjects’ 
“ sexual value systems” througn 
highly involved techniques of 
“ history-taking.” On day two 
there are exhaustive medical 
examinations to rule out organic 
and metabolic causes of sexual 
inadequacies. 
On day three the “education” 
aimed at abolishing taboos a-nd 
i g n o r a n c e begins with a 
“ round-table” 
discussion 
be­ 
tween the “ marital” unit and 
therapists about flaws in their 
sexual value system. 
Exercises in “ sensate focus” 
are prescribed for the night. 
Carried out in the nude and 
with ointments and perfume, 
they center on touch and feel 
and are only minimally sexual. 
Their purpose is to begin condi­ 
tioning the “ marital unit” into 
mutual responsibility for each 
other’s p l e a s u r e s and away 
from the “ fear of failure” in 
sexual performance which caus­ 
es failure. 
On day four, they report to 
the therapists and, after discus- 


sion, modifications and addi­ 
tions to the exercises are pres­ 
cribed for Night 4.

The 
AC130 is the gunship version of 
the C130 cargo plane used to 
haul troops and war materiels. 
A U. S. Army helicopter also 
was lost near the besieged Dak 
Seang Special 
Forces camp, 
seven miles from the Laotian 
border in South Vietnam. Ten 
Americans were killed, four are 
missing and one was rescued. 
U. S. headquarters also said 
17 enemy rocket and mortar at­ 
tacks occurred in the 24 hours 
ending at 8 a.m. Monday. Two 
Americans were killed and 14 
wounded. 
In ground action, four men 
from the 25th Infantry Division 
were killed and 12 wounded 
when North Vietnamese sappers 
blasted their way into an Ameri­ 
can artillery base 45 miles nor­ 
thwest of Saigon. The 10 to 15 
enemy troops fired rocket gren­ 
ades and hurled d y n a m i t e 
bombs as they entered the base 
under cover of a mortar bar­ 
rage. One of the enemy sappers 
was reported killed. 
South Vietnamese headquart­ 
ers said one Vietnamese was 
killed and 51 wounded by three 
times bombs in Qui Nhon City, 
263 miles northeast of Saigon. 
The bombs went off within min­ 
utes of each other in a theater, 
a beverage shop and a guard 
post.

The U.S. 9th Circuit Court of 
Appeals on March 20 denied the 
petition Of Cowles Communica­ 
tions. 
Inc.. 
for 
a 
summary 
judgement in its favor. Cowles 
then appealed to the Supreme 
Court. 
The trial began last Monday. 
The magazine of Sept. 23. 1969 
published an article that pur­ 
ported to detail links between 
Alioto and the Mafia. The may­ 
or said the dispatch was false, 
scandalous, and defamatory li­ 
bel. and that the publishers knew 
it. 
Look, he contended, was un­ 
der pressure from its bankers to 
improve its circulation, adver­ 
tin g income, and profits, and 
chose a reckless policy of sensa­ 
tionalism to accomplish this. 
The magazine argued that the 
lower court’s refusal to grant a 
summary judgement has had an 
adverse effect on the constitu­ 
tional guarantees of freedom of 
Speech and the press. Fear of

Where inflation's Rampant: 


State Government Spending 


If you want to know where infla­ 
tion really has run rampant, the an­ 
swer is in a table of figures published 
by the California Taxpayers Associa­ 
tion in the April issue of C a 1 -T a x 
News. 


The t a b l e shows California state 
budgets and s p e n d i n g from 1937 
through 1966. 


The budget for the b i e n n i u m 
1937-39 was just over $439 million. 
The actual spending for the two years 
was $528 million. 


The last budget on the table is that 
for the single fiscal year of 1966, total­ 
ing $3.67 billion. 


But Gov. Ronald R e a g a n ’s pro­ 
posed budget for fiscal 1971 is almost 
twice that much. It calls for $6.48 bil­ 
lion. 


OF COURSE, the population has 
grown tremendously in the same peri­ 
od. It was just under seven million in 
the 1940 census, and now is over 20 
million. That means it has about tri­ 
pled in 30 years. The budget for the 
1939-41 biennium was $468 million, or 
$234 million a year. The $6.48 billion 
budget p r o p o s e d for fiscal 1971 is 
about 30 times that. 


In other words, the rate of increase 
in state government spending is about 
10 times the rate of increase in popula­ 
tion. 


ONE THING has not changed over 
the years, though: The state" usually 
spends more than is contained in the 
budget the governor approves. 


Generally, it works like this: The 


legislature chops a few millions out of 
the budget submitted by the governor. 
S o m e t i m e s the legislature puts in 
some other money and the governor, 
in turn, cuts some of it out. 


But then occurs what the Califor­ 
nia Taxpayers Association lists as “ leg­ 
islative a n d miscellaneous changes.” 
These customarily raise the a c t u a l 
money authorized well above what the 
g o v e r n o r ’s budget was in the first 
place. And even though not all of it is 
spent, the state’s spending in most cas­ 
es e x c e e d s the approved budget by 
many millions of dollars. 


THIS TA KES PLACE largely be­ 
cause of a habit of legislators of in­ 
troducing bills c a 11 i n g for new bu­ 
reaus, new studies, etc., etc., which are 
not included in the budget. 


Sometimes the bills call for a def­ 
inite appropriation f r o m a definite 
fund — but there may not be money 
for all the things that fund is to fi­ 
nance. Sometimes they call for a defin­ 
ite amount w i t h o u t specifying the 
source. Sometimes they just call for an 
unspecified appropriation. 


Those in the last category usually 
wind up waiting at least a year to be 
funded. But many in the first two cate­ 
gories are passed and funded in blithe 
disregard ol the budget. And once hav­ 
ing been set up, they rarely go away, 
so the next year’s budget must reflect 
them. 


It’s a charming habit of the legisla­ 
ture. And it helps e x p l a i n why the 
costs of state government go up 10 
times faster than the population. 


The Monarchs' Secret 


For years scientists have observed 
that Monarch butterflies are avoided 
by some birds as if they were poison. 
Numerous theories have been evolved 
to e x p 1 a i n why. Two favorites were 
that monarchs tasted bitter (disproved 
by a fellow who tried one and said no, 
they taste like dry toast) or that the 
black and orange pattern of the mon­ 
arch s wing was in some unexplained 
way repulsive tu the birds. 


R e c e n t research has shown that 
m o n a r c h s store deadly amounts of 
heart p o i s o n s in their body tissues. 


AFFAIRS OF STATE 


These poisons are found in the mil< 
weed sap or latex on which the moi 
arch feeds during its caterpillar stagi 
These are c a r r i e d in its tissue 
through the pupal stage to the adu 
and are strong enough to produce v 
olent vomiting in crows and other bir 
predators. O n c e poisoned, the mor 
archs’ bright colors and distinct seer 
remind these birds that m o n a r c 1 
eating is folly.

Proposition 3 is another of 
the proposed revisions of the 
state constitution, being sub­ 
mitted this year in a piece­ 
meal fashion after the com­ 
plete package was defeated by 
the electorate. 


Proposition 3 deals primari-

ly with the state Public Utili­ 
ties Commission, the constitu­ 
tional body responsible for reg­ 
ulating railroads and other 
forms of trasnportation, gas 
and electricity suppliers, wa­ 
ter companies. 


THE CONSTITUTION fixes 
membership on the commis­ 
sion at five, appointed by the 
governor and subject to ap­ 
proval by the state Senate. 


The proposed revision would 
confer on the legislature the 
right to set the number of 
commissioners and to fix dis­ 


tricts from which the appoint­ 
ments are made. 
In other 
words, 
if 
this 
authority 
is 
granted, there would be no 
prospect of one section of the 
state dominating the decisions 
of the commission. 


Also, the new wording of the 
proposition gives the state leg­ 
islature the powrer to confer on 
the commission any jurisdic­ 
tion, legislative, executive and 
judicial power wrhich is ger­ 
mane to the regulation of pub­ 
lic utilities. 


Arguments in favor of pas­ 
sage of Proposition 3 are pre­ 
sented by Assemblyman Rob­ 
ert 
E. Badham, 
R-Newport 
Beach, and Sen. George E. 
Danielson. D-Los A n g e l e s . 
They point out also that it de­ 
letes the provisions of the con­ 
stitution governing corporate 
organizations, because t h e y 
are more effectively covered 
by statute. 


ASSEMBLYMAN J o h n J. 
Miller, D-Berkeley, gives the 
argument against the proposi­ 
tion. He says the change would 
‘‘delete present grants of au­ 
thority to the Public Utilities 
Commission to regulate rates 
of transportation companies, 
and delete powers of the com­ 
mission to examine books and 
records of the companies they 
regulate.” 


Because there is now provi­ 
sion in the statutes, that in the 
constitution prohibiting trans­ 
portation 
companies 
f r o m 
granting free passes or ticket 
d i s c o u n t s t o public office­ 
holders and providing forfei­ 
ture of office for acceptance of 
such passes, would be delet­ 
ed from the constitution under 
the new proposai.

WASHLNGTON - One thing 
President Nixon said in his 
Vietnam report took us aback. 
It’s not that things are going 
badly in Vietnam either for 
the United States or for the 
South Vietnamese. They are 
going quite well. 
Our concern arises from the 
President’s contributing to an 
exaggerated optimism that we 
are going to win the war and 
that a “ just peace” is virtually 
certain. 
These things may be true. 
They may be forthcoming. But 
since they c a n n o t yet be 
proved to be true, it seems at 
best imprudent for Mr. Nixon 
to affirm them publicly. At 
worst 
such 
advance 
assur­ 
ances of good things which 
may not come could begin to 
erode the President’s credibili­ 
ty which to date is deservedly 
high. 


HERE’S 
WHAT 
President 
Nixon said: 
“ The decision I have an­ 
nounced tonight (to withdraw 
150.000 more U. S. troops in 
the next 12 months) means 
that we finally have in sight 
the just peace we are seeking. 
We can now say with confid­ 
ence that pacification is suc­ 
ceeding. We can now say with 
confidence that the South Viet­ 
namese can develop the capa­ 
bility for their own defense, 
and we can now say with con­ 
fidence that all American com­ 
bat forces can and will be 
withdrawn.” 
We welcome the confident 
tone of the President’s ad­ 
dress. But we shudder at what 
seem s to us to be overconfi­ 
dent forecasts. 


WE ARE NOT suggesting 
that there is no good basis for 
such optimism. There is a con­ 
siderable basis for it. The find­ 
ings of Mr. Nixon’s own intel­ 
ligence sources are supported 
by independent reports. 
One of the most impressive 
is from the Institute of Stra­ 
tegic Studies in London, which 
the Washington Post recently 
reported as finding that “ the 
N o r t h Vietnamese suffered 
such extensive losses that they 
have been obliged to abandon 
plans for victory through as­ 
sault on the cities and to re­ 
sign themselves to a policy of 
‘protracted war.’ ” 


WASHLNGTON - There are 
strong indications that Presi­ 
dent Nixon’s $2.2 billion for­ 
eign aid budget is headed for 
drastic pruning. 


The H o u s e appropriations 
subcommittee considering this 
legislation is in the process of 
slashing it by as much as $1 
billion — which would consti­ 
tute a new7 record low. That’s 
the avowed intent of Rep. Otto 
Passm an, D -L a ., chairman, 
and he usually has his way. 


For the current budget, the 
House and Senate f i n a l l y 
agreed on $1.815 billion after 
months of w r a n g 1 i n g. The 
House had voted $1.6 billion; 
the Senate slightly more than 
$2 billion. Outgoing President 
Johnson had asked for $2 7 bil­ 
lion. 


THIS YEAR President Nix­ 
on, in the hope of placating 
steadily mounting congression­ 
al opposition to large-scale for­ 
eign aid spending, proposed a 
$2.2 billion budget. But from 
the backstage trend in P ass­ 
m an’s subcommittee it would 
appear President Nixon’s ex­ 
pectations aren't panning out. 


The widespread clamor for 
economy, balancing the budget 
and the highly uncertain con­ 
gressional elections are com­ 
bining to make foreign aid 
spending more unpopular than 
ever — and it has been consis­ 
tently losing public support for 
a long time. 


PRINCIPAL BASE of Pass­ 
man’s drive to hack $1 billion 
from the foreign aid budget 
are three arguments: 
1. That the actual overall to­ 
tal for “ new7 requests for for­ 
eign assistance” for the fiscal 
year starting July 1 is a stu­ 
pendous $12.133 billion — and 
not merely $2.2 billion. The lat­ 
ter is only one item in a long 
list of proposed foreign aid ex­ 
penditures scattered through 
the President’s full budget. 
2. Approximately $20 billion 


The institute r e p o r t also 
said: 
“ The enormous losses 
in­ 
curred by the North 
Viet­ 
namese units during their ma­ 
jor offensives . . . destroyed 
the elite of North Vietnam’s 
army. That army showed little 
sign of recovery during 1969.” 


Another independent judg­ 
ment supporting the 
Presi­ 
dent’s view comes from 
a 
just-completed fact-f i n d i n g 
mission to Southeast Asia un­ 
dertaken privately by repre­ 
sentatives of the U. S. Citizens 
Committee for P e a c e with 
Freedom in Vietnam, whose 
organizing chairman is former 
Sen. Paul Douglas. They found 
that Vietnamization is going 
well, that pacification is mak­ 
ing notable hearway, and that 
the morale of the South Viet­ 
namese forces is high. 


We cite this evidence to 
show that the President has a 
substantial basis for confid­ 
ence. 


BUT 
CAN 
ANYONE 
say 
with certainty that even these 
welcome developments mean 
that w7e finally have a “ just 
peace in sight” ? Or that the 
South Vietnamese can certain­ 
ly defend themselves success­ 
fully after U. S. combat troops 
are withdrawn? 


There is yet no conclusive 
evidence that “ peace” is in 
sight, let alone a “ just peace.” 
Is there any tangible evid­ 
ence yet that Hanoi intends to 
negotiate any settlement, let 
alone a settlement we would 
consider “ just” ? 


THE WITHDRAWAL of all 
U. S. combat troops c o u l d 
mean “ peace” for the United 
States but it would not assure 
peace for South Vietnam if 
Hanoi remains committed to 
protracted war. 


We believe President Nixon 
is handling Vietnam with skill 
and care and wisdom. 


We also believe that there 
are still great uncertainties 
ahead and that the nation will 
be better prepared to support 
the President — as he de­ 
serves to be supported — by 
keeping these uncertainties in 
mind. Presidential confidence 
is good. Overconfident fore­ 
casts are not.

3. Some 50 per cent of the 
$375 billion national debt rep­ 
resents money borrowed by 
the Treasury to be dispersed 
abroad in grants and loans. 
Overall cost of foreign aid 
from 1946 through fiscal 1970 is 
in excess of $190 billion - in­ 
cluding the interest on the bor­ 
rowed funds. 


MORE THAN $24 million in 
U.S. foreign aid has been giv­ 
en a foreign country whose 
ships have carried cargoes to 
North Vietnam and Cuba - - 
despite explicit legal prohibi­ 
tion against that. 


The country is Somalia, on 
the east coast of Africa, with a 
population of about 2.7 million. 
In 1969 Somalia received $2.5 
mission in U.S. aid. This year 
it is getting $2.5 million. And it 
is earmarked for another $2 
million in the fiscal vear starL 
ing July l.

For Foreign Aid Budget

That Political Sign Ordinance 


Looks Like Exercise In Futility 


Pity the poor guy who has to 


enforce the county’s new ordi­ 


nance on political advertising. 


The wording appears simple 


and straightforward enough: 
You are allowed “ one sign not 
exceeding 12 square feet locat­ 
ed by an individual on his own 
residence or place of busi­ 


ness.” The signs may be “ dis­ 
played not more than 45 days 
before or more than 10 days 
after, the conclusion of the pol­ 
itical campaign . . 


The aim was simply to prev­ 
ent huge signs from littering 
the hillsides and roadsides of 
the county. 


BUT TRY ENFORCING the 
letter of the law, and you've 
got quite a slippery problem. 


Suppose you find signs mar­ 
ring the pastoral hillside of a 
dairy ranch. You remind the 
owner the sign must be “ on 
his residence or place of busi­ 
ness.” not out on the beautiful 
hillside. 


The farmer calls for time to 
consult his lawyer, and in due 
time you are politely informed 
that the dairyman considers 
his entire hillside his “ place of 
business.” 


YOU DECIDE to pick on an­ 
other violator — the one with 
g a u d y signs cluttering his 
front lawn. You inform the 
owner his signs must be “ on 
his residence,” not in front of 
or to the side of his residence. 


Next time you return for a 
re-check, you find the man has 
pitched a tent on the front 
lawn, and has political signs 
plastered all over the tent. 
“ That’s 
my 
summer 
resi­ 
dence,” he crows happily. 


He’s a clever customer all 
right, but you’re determined to 
get the last laugh. So you 
lodge a protest with the county 
counsel, 
charging the 
hom­ 
eowner with erecting a sum­ 
mer residence without a per­ 
mit. 


By the time you get all pap­ 


ers filed and send a camera­ 
man to get evidence of the 
tent, you find the tent gone, 
and a treehouse built in the 
large oak out front. The tree 
house is plastered with politi­ 
cal signs. Would a tree house 
be considered a residence? 


All in all it's a losing battle. 
By the time you’ve located the 
responsible person, filed com­ 
plaints in triplicate, got a doz­ 
en legal interpretations, and 
then got a court order to re­ 
move the sign, the election is 
long since over. 


IT’S EVEN difficult to en­ 
force that 45-day limitation on 
display of signs. Assume that 


55 days before an election a 
candidate begins posting his 
signs. You order him to stop 
and read him the law: “ Not 
more than 45 days before the 
conclusion of the political cam­ 
paign.” 


“ Well,” says the candidate. 
“ I ’m starting early and will 
conclude my campaign in 45 
days, 10 days before election 
day.” 


Forcing sign removal after 
an election is just plain impos­ 
sible. You can’t charge the 
candidate for every sign left 
standing. He can disclaim any 
responsibility for putting them 
up, and you can’t prosecute 
him. if you could, then ene­ 
mies of each candidate would 
have field day, putting up an 
opponent’s sign 11 days after 
an election. 


SO WHEN it comes to politi­ 
cal signs, we’ll probably have 


to accept them as temporary 
blights on the natural land­ 
scape. The only thing that has 
any change of regulation is the 
size restriction. 


And all of this applies only 
in 
unincorporated 
a r e a s . 
Each city has its own restric­ 
tions or non-restrictions on pol­ 
itical signs. 


Of course, there is the state 
law covering signs along high­ 
ways. 


As a doomsday prophet I ’m 
a flop. Even at the crest of the 
nuclear war scare a few years 
ago. 1 couldn’t rouse myself 
sufficiently to join the ranks of 
professional 
mourners 
who 
were gloomily forecasting the 
imminent destruction of this 
old. abused, misused and sadly 
unappreciated planet of ours 
and its passengers. 


I tried. I tried but could nev­ 
er believe we would go the 
way of the brontosaurus and 
the saber-tooth tiger. I think 
our tenacity for survival com­ 
pares favorably with that of 
the ant, the bacterium and the 
cockroach. 


HISTORY DOESN’T h a v e 
too much to tell us, but or** bit 
of intelligence gleaned from its 
turbulent tale is that man 
seems to have a remarkable 
ability to survive in a hostile 
environment—even 
the 
awe­ 
some ones of his own making. 


Any creature that can wrig­ 
gle its way past such natural 
hazards as ice ages, earth­ 
quakes, floods and pestilence 
and still continue to multiply 
while snapping madly at its 
own sides should not be taken 
lightly. 


P e r h a p s one reason I 
couldn’t get too wrought up 
over the prospect of a possible 
nuclear holocaust is that I 
didn’t rate it 
the primary 
problem of our times nor as 
frightening as the one that 
out-horrors all the other real 
and imagined devastations — 
people. More precisely, the 
people-plosion. 


I ’M A PEOPLE lover-little 
people. I’ve been guilty of sur­ 
reptitiously bouncing babies on 
my knee when their mothers 
weren’t looking. 1 admit my 
guilt, but I’d like to explain. 
You see, I feel for the little 
buggers. Knowing what they 
have to face, I wouldn’t be in 
their diapers for the world- 
such as it is. So despite my 
penchant for tickling toddlers, 
I must say it like it is. We 
must begin limiting the kiddie 
crop. 


Sounds simple, doesn't it? 
Well it isn’t. Limiting births is 
as tangled a problem as to 
wade through as a tropical 
mangrove swamp. Any such 
suggestion sends shock waves 
i n t o political and religious 
camps enough to make most 
people, politicians in particu­ 
lar, take up soft shoe dancing.' 


An Einsteiman intelligent 
isn't essential to recognize the 
problem, but it takes a high 
sense of responsibility to grap­ 
ple with it. One of the para­ 
doxes is that those intelligent 
enough to conduct their own 
affairs responsibly are over-1 
whelmed by the b a r n y a r d 
breeders who most need birth 
control. This may be what 
moved one sage to say that 
civilizations breed from the 
bottom and die from the top. 


I CONTEND that population 


growth has reached such pro­ 


portions that it is the great 
central issue of this century. I 


Whether we cope with it or not 
will determine if there’s a fu­ 
ture for man; how we cope 
with it will determine the 
course of that future. 


The man who planted the 
first grain seeds had no con­ 
cept of the monumental im­ 
pact his simple act would have 
on mankind. Nor did the in­ 
ventor of the compass realize 
the effect his rude instrument 
would have on the course of 
history. We, however, have a 
distinct advantage. We can. 
consciously and w i t h keen 
awareness, approach the prob­ 
lem of birth control with full 
recognition that our decisions 
will change the world. And de­ 
pending on the wisdom and 
courage applied, these deci-' 
sions will dictate whether man 
will direct himself toward en­ 
lightenment and emancipation, 
or toward a maggot breeding 
bin which will reduce the tod­ 
dlers of today, and those of the 
future, to slavish bits of press­ 
ing humanity stripped of free­ 
dom. dignity and humanness. 


Comes now the Armageddon 
of the Nursery, and the truism 
of the philosophic Pogo rings 
out, “ We have met the enemy 
and they is us!”

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - Dr. 
Roger O. Egeberg, the nation's < 
top health officer, says he fa­ 
vors laws permitting abortions 
anywhere in the United States. 
Abortion legislation “ is ab­ 
solutely necessary if we are 
going to slow down population 
growth 
and deal successfully 
with the problems of the quality 
of life.” Egeberg told a news 
conference Friday. 
Egeberg, assistant secretary 
for health and scientific affairs 
in the Department of Health. 
Education and Welfare, added: 
“The pill and other forms of 
contraception are the ideal way 
to get the population stabilized, 
but if that way fails, I think 
abortion should be available to 
wromen as a backstop.” 
Egeberg said he had not ex­ 
amined details of an abortion 
bill introduced Thursday by Sen. 
Robert W. 
Pack wood. R-Ore. 
The m easure would perm it a 
woman to have an abortion any­ 
where in the United States if a 
licensed doctor performed the 
operation. 
“It would be a very good 
thing if Paekwood’s bill paral­ 
leled a New York law enacted 
earlier this monlh.” Egeberg 
said. 
The New York statute will al­ 
low abortions anytime within 
the first six months of pregnan­ 
cy. 
Egeberg, a father of four, said 
the Nixon administration has 
taken no stand on the issue. 
“ But things change so fast, 
nobody can predict what will

Both the council 


and the services district plan to 


ask the county to locate the cen­ 


ter in Marin City. 


Brooks added the southern 


Marin site is the most feasible 


one from the standpoint of fund­ 
ing. “ We are in the best position 
to obtain federal funds for such 
a center, because we are an im­ 
pacted area. 
Brooks said, ad­ 
ding the center could provide 
t h e nucleus for “ tremendous 
economic growth in our area."
